Kent Brancn: Dover Drviston. 
At a mecting of the new Dover Division on May 19th at Deal, 
with Dr. McMaster in the chair, Mr. W. G. Svurcuirre read a 
paper on glands in the neck. 

Mr. Sutcliffe commented on the decrease in gland cases during 
the last twenty years, which he attributed to the care now 
devoted to the nose, throat, and teeth, and to the greater 
cleanliness of the milk supply. The main source of infection 
in the case of tuberculosis of the cervical glands was undoubtedly 
the tonsil, the so-called tonsillar gland or group which made up 
the superficial and deep glands of the anterior triangle bein 
nearly always the first to enlarge. Two other common types o} 
gland enlargement were the — mixed infection in young 
children and the adenitis which followed the specific fevers, 
especially influenza, when the throat and nose had been affecied. 
In the first of these streptococci and tubercle bacilli were chiefly 
concerned, and a sudden feverish attack was followed by the 
rapid appearance of a large swelling, usually in the anterior 
triangle. After a few days the size of this diminished and an 
easily palpable gland was left, or, more commonly, the skin 
became reddened and an abscess developed. Surgical intervention 
should be avoided if possible; if pus formed it should be 
evacuated by a simple incision, and no attempt should be made 
at complete dissection lest a severe general septic infection be 
caused. The glands of the second type were best treated by 
rest and the application of belladonna. If it seemed that a 
tuberculous process was developing, general treatment in a euit- 
able environment should be given and surgical intervention 
avoided. For definite tuberculous glands with a swelling of more 


. than six months’ duration radium, x rays, sunlight, and ultra- 


violet rays might be used, though, if suppuration followed, 
surgical treatment became necessary. Mr. Sutcliffe discussed the 
various therapeutic procedures in detail, and emphasized the 
importance in all cases of tonsillectomy, where required, and 
rest. Special efforts must be made to trace and remove any foci 
of infection in the tonsils, adenoids, sinuses, or teeth. When an 
abscess was connected with broken-down glands he advocated 
removal of these glands at the time of dealing with the abscess, 
and said that he had not seen cellulitis or spread of the disease 
caused by this. A little mere time was needed for the heali 
of the wound, and it might be necessary to remove endestninel 
skin or make counter-openings for drainage if the pus had 
burrowed downwards; but once the deep fascia had been opened 
‘P the operation presented no more than the average difficulty. 

nless the internal iy ory vein was seen at the bottom of the 
wound it was certain that some glands had been overlooked and 
that recurrence would follow,

The report of the honorary socneesy and treasurer, together with 
the financial statement, were adopted. 

In an address the retiring president, Dr. Hoops, gave details of 
the activities of the Branch since the last annual general meeting. 

Dr. C. Macasxm thanked the president for his address and 
referred to the loss sustained by the Branch on the retirement of 
Dr. Stanton, who, but for his transference to an important appoint- 
ment in London, would have been president of the Branch for the 
coming session. He also referred the impending departure of 
Sir Laurence and Lady Guillemard, and on his proposal a resolution 
was carried unanimously os the regret of the Council and 
members of the Branch at their departure, and recording appre- 
cidtion of the earnest and active support given by them every 
public health movement in Malaya. 

Dr. Hoops, having retired from the chair, was succeeded by Dr.

This meeting, representative of the medical profession in ye, 
regard as inadvisable the inclusion of Subsection 3 of Clause 4 
amended enactment No. 10 of 1911, now known as Enactment No. 9 of 
1923, whereby in the Federated Malay States an annual fee of 
20 dollars for a deleterious drug licence is imposed on all unofficial 
registered medical practitioners possessing and/or using, in the 
course of their practice, certain deleterious opiate drugs such as 
morphine, cocaine, heroin, eucaine. The meeting would point out 
that such fee is not eee either in the Straits Settlements or any 
of the Non-Federated Malay States. As these drugs are extensively 
used in the legitimate practice of medicine, and, as such, must be 
regarded as an essential part of modern medical equipment, the 
meeting considers that the imposition of a fee is unjustifiable and 
—— that Subsection 3 of Clause 4 of the above enactment be 
repea 

Correspondence from the Kedah Planters’ Association, forwarded 
by the principal medical officer for the views of the British Medical 
Association, was discussed. It was decided to point out to the 
P.M.O. that the Planicrs’ Association was under a misconception 
with regard to the regulation of the higher Indian degrees, and 
also to the registration of dressers, inasmuch as rs of Indian 
qualifications registrable in Great Britain could, after registration, 
practise there. There was no registration of dressers in force. 


Merropo.rtan Counties Brancu : Souta-West Essex Division. 
Tue annual general wag F of the South-West Essex Division 
was held in the Wesleyan Schoolrooms, High Road, Leyton, on 
May Sist. 

Dr. Pantine briefly introduced the Annual Report of Council, 
pointing out the important work being done by the British Medical 
Association in many directions, . 

The following officers were elected for the session 1927-28 : 

Chairman, Dr. A. T. Todd-White. Vice-Chairman, Dr. W. Badenoch. 
Honorary Secretary and Treasurer, Dr. Helen Jardine. 

Mr. A. J. Couzens, F.R.C.S., spoke on personal experiences of 
abdominal disease, mainly from the diagnostic standpoint. He 
stressed the importance of an analysis of the patient’s symptoms 
in the early stages of disease. Attention was directed to lesions of 
the abdominal wall and retroperitoneal space, often forgotten in 
abdominal cases. Collapse was, he said, the one characteristic 
symptom of abdominal catastrophe. The danger of operation 
during the period of shock was pointed out, and the difficult 
position of the general practitioner in regard to the giving of 
morphine before sending the — to hospital was discussed. 
Severe haemorrhage into the abdominal cavity due to a ruptured 
Graafian follicle was mentioned. In dealing with chronic abdominal 
disease Mr. Couzens said that the early diagnosis of malignant 
disease depended on the general practitioner. The diagnostic value 


of large doses of bismuth, as well as the relief it afforded to cases 

of gastric and duodenal ulcer, was remarked. He condemned 

gastrectomy in cases of ulcer, but was in favour of — 
enterostomy where there were syMptoms of obstruction. 
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Mr. Couzens remarked on the good prognosis in cases of malignant 
disease of the lower bowel after incomplete removal. Many 
interesting personal cases were cited to give point to the lecturer’s 
remarks. Several members took part in the discussion and the 
meeting finished with a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Couzens.

A meetrxc of the Punjab Branch was held in the Patiala Block 
of the King Edward Medical College on April 20ih; when there 
was a large attendance of the medical profession, with a number of 
senior students of the College. 

Major J. J. Harper-Netson, I.M.S., gave a lecture demonstration 
on the treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis by artificial pneumo- 
thorax. After a brief reference to the history of the development 
of this operation Major Harper-Nelson discussed the indications for 
its use, its limitations, and dangers. He then proceeded to demon- 
strate the technique on a patient under treatment. He ended his 
lecture by exhibiting several patients who had been under treat- 
ment for two and a half years down to recently treated cases. 
Major Harper-Nelson suggested that it was a form of treatment 
which was too little used in India, and urged that it be employed 
more often, because of the excellent results which could be obtained 
even in advanced pulmonary disease. He also advocated its use much 
earlier than was customary in England, where, owing to good 
sanatoriums being available, it was possible to delay collapsin 
the lung until other forms of treatment had been tried and ha 
failed. In India this was not possible.

future. Dr. Jolly analysed oy carefully the criteria of a death 
certificate which would be of the highest value from a statistical 
point of view, and he quoted numerous examples of good and 
ad forms of certificate. In the discussion it was shown that the 
exact degree of secrecy (secrecy being one of the prime advantages 
claimed as accruing from the new legislation) would depend upon 
the good faith and discretion of the local registrar. The requests 
frequently made by insurance companies for information regarding 
the cause of death of particular individuals were also discussed. 

Dr. F. M. Row.anp described a case of cardiospasm 
malignant disease of the oesophagus, which he had observ 
for many years. The patient had had a gastrostomy performed 
several years ago, the view of his condition at that time being 
that he had a malignant condition of his oesophagus or of the 
cardiac end of his stomach. Subsequent events showed that it 
was highly unlikely that this diagnosis was correct, for after the 
performance of the gastrostomy the ‘eae Ng had rapidly put on 
weight, and was at present in good health. From time to time 
the oesophagus functioned, and the patient could then feed 
himself by the mouth, but, owing to the risk of the achalasia 
again manifesting itself in marked degree over a prolonged period, 
he had been advised to keep the gastrostomy opening patent. 

Dr. S. C. Dyke showed an oesophageal papilloma of very large 
dimensions. There had been some doubt as to the exact nature 
of the tumour, but microscopic examinations showed clearly that 
it was composed of fibro-areolar tissue covered with a etratified 
oe. Another set of specimens showed cerebral haemor- 
rhage as a terminal event in ulcerative endocarditis. A particu- 
larly interesting specimen was a glioma growing from the floor 
of the lateral ventricle and ae the foramen of Munro, 
During life the patient had had marked headache and had exhibited 
very intense papilloedema, but there was an entire absence of 
localizing signs. The dangers of lumbar puncture in such a caso 
were emphasized. Another specimen was a very large renal 
adenoma, which, on naked-eye examination, appeared to be a 
hypernephroma. Microscopic examination, however, demonstrated 
conclusively its real character. Dr. Dyke stated that, as in mosb 
adenomata, the imitation of the “ parent” tissue was imperfect, 
and that, while the tubules of the tumour were quite apparent, 
they bore only a slight likeness to fully formed renal tubules, 
No glomeruli were ever found in these neoplasms. Dr. Dyke ot 
demonstrated a very beautiful and complete specimen of hydati 
cyst.

The PresipEent showed cases of spinal tumour, spastic paraplegia 
with shortening of one leg, and aortic incompetence. 

Professor MacItwatne demonstrated some cases of bundle branch 
block, and Dr. Ivan McCaw the growth of Microsporon audouini, 
at various stages, on Sabouraud’s medium. ’ . 

Dr. Foster Coates showed: (1) a case of Addison’s disease, 
formerly thought to be pernicious anaemia, but now found to 
have a marked secondary anaemia count, haemoglobin index of 0.6. 
and a blood pressure of 60 to 78 mm.; (2) two cases of disseminate 
sclerosis, one commencing as an acute hemiplegia; (3) a case of 
gumma of the liver. 

Dr. Boyp CampseEtt presented : (1) a case of double mitral disease 
with very high eosinophilia (72 per cent.); (2) a case of heart 


block; (3) two cases of post-encephalitis with improvement after . 


treatment with malaria. 
Dr. F. M. Atren showed: (1) two patients with congenital 
yloric stenosis treated successfully by operations; (2) a case of 
SC rectghaties (3) several cases of cardiac lesions in childhood 
following mild rheumatism. 


Dr, J. S. Campset, gave a demonstration of x-ray photographs 


of normal and of diseased coronary arteries, and of normal and of 
cirrhotic disease of kidney, defined by injection of a bismuth cream. 

Dr. J. Rankin presented: (1) ten cases of rodent ulcer in various 
sites and in various stages of cure by x ray; (2) a case of sarcoma 
of upper jaw which had improved under 2 rays. 

Mr. A. B. Mrrcuett showed three cases of pancreatic cyst which 
he had successfully operated on, with a specimen of about half a 
pancreas which had sloughed in one of them, 

Mr. T. S. Kirk showed x-ray photographs of double excision of 
the hip, of the gall bladder containing calcareous matter, and of 
calcareous glands; cases of Thiersch skin graft on elbow and of 
whole skin graft on the heel; and cases of flat-foot treated by 
cuneiform osteotomy. 

Professor Futterton reported the successful treatment of megalo- 
colon by stretching of pelvi-rectal sphincter, and showed a patient 
after splenectomy for acholuric jaundice, two cases of fractured 
patella, and cystograms and pyelograms. :

Street Accidents.

EMPLOYMENT OF MARRIED MEDICAL WOMEN. 
REPRESENTATIONS BY THE MeEpIcAL WOMEN’S 
FEDERATION. 

At the request of the Executive Committee of the Medical 
Women’s Federation we reproduce below the letter recently 
addressed by it to the members of the Durham County 
Council with regard to a resolution passed by that council 
prohibiting the employment of married women in the 

county service. 


Dear Sir, 

The Council of the Medical Women's Federation has 
learned ‘with the deepest regret that the Durham Count 
Council has decided to debar from employment on its sta 
all married women, medical and otherwise, whose husbands are 
in the receipt of an adequate income. The Medical Women’s 
Federation has always upheld the principle that considerations 
affecting efficiency of work should alone govern the appoint- 
ment or dismissal of medical officers, and believe that this 
principle is in accordance with the true interests of the 
community. 

They would venture to point out that without the enactment 
of special restrictions it is always open to an appointing 
authority to select unmarried rather than married candidates 
where they consider marriage is likely to act as a handicap 
to their work. What the new regulation will do is to keep 
out of sight all possible married candidates, including, it may 
be, women of exceptional ability and experience, or in regard 
to whom the handicap of marriage may be comparatively 
slight—that is, married women without children, or where 
children have reached an age to make little demand on the 
mother’s time. The consideration of special cases, where the 
compensatory advantages may ge | overbalance the possible 
handicap of marriage, is debarred. The rule also ignores com- 

letely the undoubted fact that in medicine, and other pro- 
essions also, there are branches where the personal experience 
gained by marriage and motherhood adds to the value of the 
worker, as, for instance, in baby welfare work. For these 
reasons, we feel strongly that this regulation does not tend 
to the maintenance of the maximum efficiency of work or to the 
appointment in all cases of the best qualified candidates. 

We quite appreciate the point of view which wishes to 
distribute the employment available amongst as many house- 
holds as possible, where compatible with efficiency, but if 
economic reasons of this kind are to be taken into consideration 
in making appointments they ought to be made to apply to men 
also who possess, for instance, private means or a wealthy wife. 
One point that we think is often overlooked is that married 
medical women—at any rate those who remain in employment 
after marriage—are obliged to employ at least one woman to 
look after their households, and if they kave families, often 
two or more people, who would not be employed if the mother 
were at home. Married women—and we think this especially 
true of married medical women—who remain in employment 
after marriage usually do so, not because of the .nhanced 
income, but because they like their work and are peculiarly 
efficient at it, and they distribute often the whole of their 
earnings in wages and salaries to others. 

We trust that the Council will favourably consider this 
protest. It is sent because we feel strongly that prohibitive 
regulations of this kind are grossly unfair to women who have 
given years of work and devotion to their profession, and also 
to the public, who are often deprived thereby of the services 
of tried and skilled workers.

A session of the Dental Board was held on May 10th and 12th, 
Sir Francis Dyke AcLanD presiding. The CHarrMan, in his 
address, touched on the question of dental clinics in connexion 
with advertising and canvassing. He pointed out that a firm 
or organization with a genuine desire to benefit its staff or 
members might eae a dentist with a consulting room or 
surgery and might or might not pay him a fee. Attendance 
upon the staff would give him an introduction to practice with 
the families and friends of those who came as patients, and“ 
the firm might advise members of its staff who needed dental 
attention to go to the clinic and might give the name of the 
dentist in attendance. This was not at all popular in the 
profession. It was for the fortunate individual a short cut 
to a practice, which was regarded as unfair to others who had 
no chance of being provided with patients ready made. But 
the question for the Board to decide did not turn on popu- 
larity; it was whether the dentist had followed a practice 
contrary to the public interest and discreditable to the pro- 
fession of dentistry. The question of whether this was indirect 
advertising could only rightly be answered on a_ particular 
case. A similar point arose in connexion with a dentist 
appointed by an approved society as its dentist under the 
Insurance Act, the approved society saying to a member who 
was entitled to treatment under its scheme, ‘‘ This is our 
dentist ; you must po to him if you require treatment.’’ Mr. 
Acland said that if the dentist knew that that practice was 
being adopted in connexion with him and permitted it, he was 
of opinion that the dentist was doing an action discreditable 
to the profession, and would therefore be liable to disciplinary 
action by the Board. 


Educational Grants.—The Board decided to offer a grant of 
£5,000 towards the cost of erecting a new building for the 
dental school of the Incorporated Glasgow Dental Hospital 
and School, and a further grant of £1,000 towards the cost 
of equipment. It also decided to make a grant of £1,500 
towards the cost of movable equipment for the new dental 
school of the University of Leeds (towards the cost of which 
it_had previously voted £5,000), and a grant not exceeding 


~ £300 for the equipment of a dental museum and demonstration 


room at Queen’s University, Belfast. The grants in each case 
were subject to the usual conditions. 

It was reported that the number of students who have been 
assisted by grants and loans from the Board is iow 387, of 
whom 205 have qualified and 163 have not yet reached the 
end of the period for which assistance was given. A change 
in the present system of awarding bursaries has been con- 
sidered, but not decided. It is felt that the careful inter- 
viewing of the applicant cannot be wholly replaced by any 
form of written examination. The number of candidates for 
bursaries at the last half-yearly selection was 26, and awards 
were made in 22 of the cases. 


Disciplinary Action.—Most of the disciplinary cases before 
the Board were concerned with professional announcements 
which overstepped the line, and on promise of amendment the 
Board decided not to proceed to judgement. The Board has 
reissued its Warning Notice, which includes the several matters 
ef unregistered assistants and covering, contravention of the 
Dangerous Drugs Acts and Regulations, advertising and can- 
vassing, and the use of misleading titles and descriptions.

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 


t the meeting of the London Panel Committee on May 24th, 

r. H. J. Carpate presiding, the following were appointed to fill 
vacancies on the committee for the constituencies named: Dr.

Farming out of Practiccs.—The committee considered again a 
report from the Joint Consultative Committee with regard to the 
manner in which an insurance practitioner had discharged his 
duties under the terms of service, in particular to the obligation of 
tle practitioner to provide personal service. It appears that a 
different construction is placed by the Ministry of Health upon the 
relevant clauses of the terms of service from that which the 
Insurance Committee had hitherto understood. That committee is 
of opinion that the extension of “ farming out” as evidenced 
by the principal practitioner allowing an assistant to attend to 
the majority or a large oe rae of his patients is reprehensible. 
The Joint Consultative Committee proposed to send a deputation 
to confer with the Ministry on the question, and the Panel 
Committee agreed to add three representatives to the deputation— 
namely, Drs. Cardale, Chase, and Gregg. A somewhat lengthy 
discussion took place as to the arguments to be put forward by the 
deputation, but in summing-up the discussion Dr. Cardale 
remarked thet he had heard nothing which fundamentally altered 
the general opinion expressed at the previous meeting of the 


Panel Committee, that, if the Ministry was approached, some way 
might be found under existing regulations whereby the farming 
out of practices might be discouraged. 

Pathological Laboratory Services.—Discussion arose on the 
memorandum (M.27) circulated by the Insurance Acis Committee 
to all Local Medical and Panel Committees on the subject of 

athological laboratory services. The view taken was that the 

ocal Medical and Panel Committees should withold any decision 
on schemes for the provision of pathological services which might 
prejudice any future negotiations of the Insurance Acts Committee 
with the Ministry of Health on the "a ewe question of a national 
laboratory service. Dr. Stebbing, however, exp the view 
that it would be wise to encourage the trial of all kinds of 
experiment and the expression of opinion of committees all over 
the country as to whether experiments were successful or not, 
The memorandum appeared to suggest that there should not 
be any such expression of opinion. On this the chairman pointed 
out that there was no endeavour to stifle discussion as to proper 
schemes for providing pathological work. There was merely a 
warning to committees to watch very carefully any scheme put 
before them by an Insurance Committee for providing laboratory 
services. It was essential that there should be some knowledge 
of the conditions under which pathologists worked. Dr. ween 
replied that undesirable things were going on, and he contend 
that if the Insurance Acts Committee would condemn them in 
round terms and let Panel Committees know what was being 
condemned, they would probably receive whole-hearted support. 
Dr. H. B. Morgan disagreed with Dr. Stebbing and maintained 


j that all that was asked was that Panel Committees should 


withold any definite decision on a matter of extreme importance to 
the profession. Conditions of — investigation varied sc 
enormously that no decision could be given which would be 
uniform throughout the country. 


HASTINGS PANEL COMMITTEE. 

At a meeting of the Hastings Local Medical and Panel Committee, 
held on May 16th, with Dr. Howe in the ehair, the report of the 
Distribution Committee was read. The proportion of the fund 

i ear is 0.158, which is higher than last year, owing 
ane to the large number of temporary residents treated in 
the area. Last year 2,755 of these were treated. A leiter from 
the Ministry of Health explained that all die consideration was 
allowed in apportioning the fund to the number of temporary 
residents in the area. As the financial condition of the fund 
formed by the voluntary levy was in a satisfactory condition, it 
was resolved to contribute £50 to the National Insurance Defence 
Fund. The committee has already contributed 46 per cent. of its 
quota towards the £250,000, and the hope was expressed that all 
Local Medical and Panel Committees would contribute their full 
amount so that the future might be secure. | 5 

Among other business transacted it was decided not to appoint 
a representative to attend when the regional medical officer 
investigated cases of alleged excessive prescribing. It was thought 
that the matter should be threshed out privately between the 
practitioner and the regional medical officer. : 


WARWICKSHIRE PANEL COMMITTEE. 
Ar the meeting of the Warwickshire Local Medical and_ Panel 
Committee, held at Leamington on May 26th, Dr. Herserr 
Matins presiding, consideration at some length was given to 
the communications of the British Medical Association, the Lan- 
cashire Insurance Commitiee, and the Cheshire Joint Commit 
regarding the provision of pathological laboratory services. Dr, 
Hawtey, the chairman_of the Coventry Panel Committee, who was 
resent, stated that his committee’s attention had been cailed’ to 
the steadily increasing use of autogenous vaccines, and ‘the 
problem of moderating the use of these expensive preparations 
without unduly restricting the individual practitioner’s freedom 
of action was a difficult one. The feeling was generally expressed 
that the time was not opportune for the Panel Committee to take 
any part in a scheme which was likely -to impose any extra 
sirain on the Drug Fund. In this connexion the current negotia- 
tions of the Ministry of Health with the pharmacists were 
reviewed, and allusion was made to the Ministry's offer to hand 
over the whole of the Drug Fund to the chemists, accompanied 
with powers safeguarding them against the possibility of dis- 
counting through undue extravagance on the part of prescribing 
doctors. Apprehension was expressed lest panic action would emerge 
at the expense of the insurance practitioners’ freedom of action 
and the insured patients’ interests. It was agreed to await 
further information from the Insurance Acts Committee. : 

Many examples were given of the refusal of the large industrial 
approved societies to give effect to practitioners’ recommenda- 
tions that patients requiring ophthalmic treatment should be 
referred to a competent surgeon. The meeting directed that 
examples of some of the more serious dangers involved be 
collected and —_ to the Insurance Acts Committee and the 
Ministry of Health. 

It oA reported that every practitioner in the county had been 
circularized by the chairman and secretary with a specimen set 
of forms relating to the medical statistics required by the 
Insurance Acts Committee. 

On consideration of the British Medical Association’s circular 
regarding the future of Insurance and Local Medica! Committees 
it was resolved to await the introduction of amending legislation, 
the Committee having already circularized to all Panel Com- 
mittees their views that all local administrative health services 
should be amalgamated under one authority analogous to 
education committee. 
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LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
‘Ar the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on May 26th 
a report was given by the members of aerecent deputation to 
the Ministry of Health to ascertain the practice which the 
committee should follow in making ane to the Ministr 
concerning practitioners or chemists held to be guilty of breac 
of the terms of service. The discussion at the Ministry had turned 
mainly on the case of chemists, and it appeared that the Ministry 
was not in sympathy with what had seemed to be the practice 
of the committee not to make representations if it was the first 
time that the dispensing of a particular chemist had been brought 
*under review. e Ministry also stated that the pur of 
referring back cases to the committee for further observation was 
not to elicit the ag oar of the committee as to whether money 
should be withheld, but to learn whether there were any local 
conditions which could be urged in extenuation of the error com- 
mitted, So far as medical cases were concerned it was the 
eneral opinion that each case must be considered on its merits; 
it was ——— to lay down any standard, and the Medical 
Service Subcommittee, after arriving at a decision that a breach 
of the terms of service had been committed, should consider 
whether the circumstances of the case called for representations 
being made for the withholding of money. 

A case in point came forward at the same meeting. In 
February the committee had held that a practitioner had com- 
mitted a breach of the terms of service and decided to caution him. 
It was reported that the case had been considered by the Minister, 
who, having regard to the action taken in other areas in similar 
cases, was of opinion -that the facts seemed to warrant the with- 
holding of money, but the Minister wished to hear any observa- 
tions the committee might make before taking such action. The 
Medical Service Subcommittee thereupon reconsidered the matter, 
but, believing that the practitioner acted under a misapprehension 
and not deliberately, decided to adhere to its previous decision 
that the case was met by a caution. 

Drugs and Appliances Disallowed.—It was reported to the 
committee that during the first quarter of 1927 the following 
articles which had been prescribed by practitioners were dis- 
allowed, on the ground that they did not come in the 
category of appliances laid down under the regulations: thermo- 
ene wool, eye-shades, finger-stalls, syringes, elastic knee-caps, 
russes, elastic stockings, atomizer, inhaler and nasal douche, 
blackhead extractor, clinical thermometer, feeding-tube, glass 
funnel, instep supports, medicine glass, and throat brush.

Midwives Acts. 

Srr,—In reference to my letter which appeared in your issue 
of May 28th (SupPLeMENt, p. 219) under the above heading, the 
county medical officer to the Devon County Council informs 
me that when the Act of 1926 came into force every medical 
practitioner in the county was duly notified of the provisions 
referred to, in accordance w:th the circular of the Ministry of 
Health relative thereto. 

Through the lapse of time, however, the position has arisen 
that some medical practitioners in the county of Devon, and 
doubtless in other counties, have not received any notification, 
and, bearing in mind that such documents are easily forgotten, 
it would seem that a reasonable procedure to obviate the diffi- 
culty would be to print a notice on the forms supplied for 
making claims in respect of midwifery fees, indicating clearly 
that they must be rendered within two months of the time 
when the services are rendered.—I am, etc.,
